The courier who relayed 
Dulles’s agreement to the lunch- 
eon date at the end of the hear- 
ing was John Leahy of St. Louis, 
former secretary to former Rep- 
resentative Claude Bakewell of 
St. Louis, who has a State De- 
partment liaison job. 


Reason for Meeting. 


McCarthy said he had sought 
the meeting because of the state- 
ments made yesterday before his 
Senate investigations subcommit- 
tee by Mutual Security Director 
Harold E. Stassen. Stassen, a 
former political ally of McCarthy, 
said the Senator was “undermin- 
ing” the country’s foreign policy 
and that the manner in which 
the .Greek agreement was made 
was “harmful” to our objective 
of reaching international agree- 
ments to cut trade with Iron Cur- 
tain countries. 

“His position was a complete 
surprise to me,” said McCarthy 
today. 

The Greek agreement, an- 
nounced last Saturday night, in-

WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
—E. Merl Young, who was a cen- 
tral figure in a Senate investiga- 
tion of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, was convicted today 
of four charges of perjury.

The United Natiéns Far East 
commander proposed that liaison 
groups from both sides, headed 
by a general or an admiral, meet 
at Panmunjom to make the trade 
arrangements. 

Gen. Clark served notice that 
after nearly three years of war 
and two years of talking about 
peace, the Communists must show 
good faith before the U. N. will 
go back to the conference table. 

In a letter delivered at Panmun- 
jom, he told the Reds he would 
instruct his liaison group to ar- 
range resumption of armistice ne- 
gotiations “aS a second order of 
business.”

Confer With Rhee. 


Gen. Clark, accompanied by 
Army Secretary Robert Stevens 
and Eighth Army Commander Lt. 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, also con- 
ferred with South Korean Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee for 30 min- 
utes at the presidential mansion. 
Gen. Clark’s letter was ad- 
dressed to the top Communist 
commanders in Korea, Premier 
Kim Il Sung, commander of the 
North Korean forces, and Gen. 
Peng Teh-huai, commander of the 
Chinese forces. 

It was in reply to a letter from 
the Red commanders Saturday 
agreeing to a U.N. proposal Feb. 
22 to exchange seriously sick and 
wounded prisoners at once. 

Red liaison officers accepted the 
letier, saying only that it would 
be delivered. They offered no hint 
whether the Reds would accept 
Clark’s proposal to set up a new 
“liaison group” or when these 
groups would meet. 

Kim Il Sung said in a broadcast 
tonight that North Korea is in 
“full agreement” with Chou’s lat- 
est offer. 

That offer, broadcast by the 
Peiping radio Saturday and for- 
mally transmitted to the United 
Nations in New York today, pro- 
vided for repatriation of prison- 
ers of war after cessation of hos- 
tilities on this basis: 

Those willing te go back to 
their own countries would be 
repatriated immediately. 

Those unwilling would be 
turned over te a neutral coun- 


After they were put in 
charge of a neutral country, 
their future status would be 
discussed with them by repre- 
sentatives of both sidés. 

Gen. Clark said he was willing 
to give careful and sympathetic 
consideration to any such pro- 
posal. 

“I am prepared to resume full 
negotiations any time their offer 
appears sincere,” he said. 

Test Of Red Sincerity. 
He implied arrangements on 
sick and wounded would test Red 
“sincerity.” © 
Chou’s offer and’ the meeting 
the liaison officers coincided 
with a lull in the Korean fighting. 
Gen. Clark’s note to the Com- 
munists today acknowledged “with 
pleasure” the Red note of Satur- 
day accepting Clark’s Feb. 22 pro- 
posal, . 
In that notés the Reds also 
proposed resumption of the truce 
talks. They said they hoped the 
negotiations on the sick prisoners 
would lead to settlement of the 
only other outstanding issue—ex- 
change of all prisoners: 
Clark’s Letter. 


“TI share the hope you expressed 
that a conclusion of the exchange 
of sick and wounded prisoners of 
war during the period of hos- 
tilities would make more likely a 
smooth settlement of the entire 
poet of war question,” Clark 
said. 

“Accordingly,” he continued, “I 
will be prepared to instruct 
‘liaison group as a second order 
of business to meet with your 
liaison group to arrange for a re- 
jsumption of armistice negotiations 
by our respective delegations.

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MAN IS CHARGED 
WITH MURDER OF 
WOMEN IN LONDON 


Week-Long Manhunt 
Ends — Bodies of Six, 
Possibly 7 Where He 
Had Lived. 


r= LONDON, March 31 (AP) — 
Jolin Reginald Christie was ar- 
rested today and charged with 
murder in an investigation of the 
strangling of six women and per- 
haps more. 

The balding, 55-year-old clerk, 
who disappeared just before the 
first four bodies were discovered 
last Tuesday, was picked up while 
strolling on a quiet Putney street 
only five miles, from the murder 
house in London’s drab Notting 
Hill Gate. district. 

Policeman. Thomas Ledger, 
walking his beat along thé river 
Thames, saw a man resembling 
Christie's well-publicized descrip- 
tion. He asked him to go to Put- 
ney police station. Christie ad- 
mitted his identity and meekl> 
agreed. 

The entire Putney district of 
London has beer. cordoned off 
since last night when a waitress 
said she saw Christie, an amateur 
photographer interested in nude 
models, in a cafe. 

Crowds gathered around the po- 
lice station where Christie was 
taken. Traffic was held up and 
police reinforcements were called 
to keep order. 

The murder charge on which 
Scotland Yard booked ‘Christie re- 
ferred only to the killing of his 
wife Ethel.' He will be arraigned 
tomorrow in London Magistrtaes 
Court. 

Pathologists, meanwhile, were 
examining bones dug up from the 
garden of Christie’s former home 
to determine whether they had 
unearthed a seventh victim. 
Chrisite and his wife had occu- 
pied an apartment in the building 
for 15 years. A prospective tenant 
for the apartment who lived on an 
upper floor broke through several 
thicknesses of wallpaper over an 
alcove and discovered ‘a’ body. 
Police found two more corpses 
there, another—that of Christie’s 
54-year-old wife—under the floor- 
boards of the living room, and 
remains of at: least two. other 
women in the garden. 

The four women found inside 
the house had” been strangled. 
Only pieces of bones remained of 
the other victims. _ 

Doctors who examined the four 
identifiable bodies said the women 
had been subjected to “uncon- 
trollable outbursts of passion.” 
These four victims, the patholo- 
gists said, died about a month 
apart, with the last killing late in 
February. 


Queen Mary Buried Beside Her 
Husband at Windsor Castle 


Chapel 
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Queen Elizabeth Casts| 
Earth on Coffin of Her 
Grandmother — Duke 
of Windsor Attends.

WINDSOR, England, March 31 
(AP) — Queen Elizabeth II cast 
symbolic earth upon the coffin 
of her grandmother Queen Mary 
today, and saw the body com- 
mitted to the ages in the ancient 
tomb of British royalty. 

The 85-year-old Dowager Queen 
was buried beneath St. George's 
Chapel of Windsor Castle, be- 
side the King'husband she sur- 
vived. for 17 years. The Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, primate of 
all England, spoke the. committal 
rites of the 40-minute Church 
of England service. 

Royalty of 13 nations watched 
as the reigning Queen paid her 
homage. A moment later the eld- 
est son, the Duke of Windsor—he 
who caused Queen Mary so much 
joy and so much heartbreak— 
came forward. He stood for silent 
seconds beside the opening in the 
floor of the chapel into which the 
body had been lowered. Then, he 
bowed deeply and walked out into 
the sunshine with shoulders 
stooped. 

120,000 Mourners Saw Bier. 

Queen Mary’s body was borne 
25 miles in the early dawn from 
London where it had lain in state 
in Westminster Hall for two days 
while 120,000 mourners filed past. 

As the service began, the dull 
tolling of the funeral bell atop the 
chapel told the people of ancient 
Windsor town that Queen Mary 
was nearing her final rest. Crowds 
numbering several huadreds stood 
reverent and hushed. 

Throughout the service, the 
Duke of Windsor stood at the foot 
of his mother’s coffin. Beside him 
were the other royal dukes—Edin- 
burgh, Gloucester and Kent. 

Queen Elizabeth, slender, all in 
black and- heavily veiled, stood 
nearest the coffin, in a place ordi- 
narily reserved for a Knight of 
the Garter.

Albanese, a Republican, charac- 
terized the proposed new rate as 
“an immediate need for the pub- 
lic schools” but stressed that it 
must be accompanied by ‘a long- 
range program of strict school 
economy, to insure that school 
taxes do not continue to rise.” 

His indorsement was an- 
nounced following a talk at the 
Scullin elementary school, 4160 
North Kingshighway, in which 
Albanese outlined duties of the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen. 

In a mock election tomorrow, 
students in the sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades at the school 
will vote on candidates for Mayor 
and the school tax proposal. — 


Nonpartisan Support. 

Albanese’s indorsement empha- 
sized nonpartisan.support being 
given the tax increase. The 
Democratic candidate for Mayor, 
Raymond R. Tucker, and his Re- 
publican opponent, Carl G. Stifel, 
previously have indorsed the 
$1.15 rate. No organized oppo- 
sition to the tax proposal has 
been reported.

Success With Tumor Removal. 


Dr. Grey Jones, assistant clini- 
cal professor of obstetrics and 
gynecology at St. Louis Univer- 
sity School. of Medicine, said 20 
years’ expericnce with simple 
removal of benign fibroid tumors 
of the uteerus—rather than re- 
moval of the uterus itself—has 
shown excellent results. 


In a series of 58 cases, Dr. 
Jones said, simple removal tended 
to preserve normal functioning 
in women during the child-bear- 
ing period, and in only two cases 
was there a recurrence of the 
tumors. 

“Twenty years ago,” Dr. Jones 
observed, “it was believed gen- 
erally that myomectomies (re- 
moval of the tumors) was ineffec- 
tive because other tumors would 


Reshaped Elbow. 

The Chicago specialist, ortho- 
pedic surgeon at Wesley Memori- 
al Hospital and a faculty member 
at Northwestern University Medi- 
cal School, reshaped the left el- 
bow and inserted the swivel in 
the lower right arm, transferring 
muscles in such a way as to en- 
able the hand to be turned left 
and right. 

Husisian, whose father was an 
Armenian rug dealer in Tientsin, 
won the friendship of George 
Mardikian, proprietor of San 
Francisco’s Omar Khayyam Res- 
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taurant and food counselor to the 
United Nations. Dr. Kelikian also 
is of Armenian descent. 

“I was lucky to get out of Red 
China,” MHusisian said. “You 
couldn’t call your soul your own.” 
At the clinic, he moved about 
among the visiting surgeons, flex- 
ing his mended right arm and 
demonstrating its strength. 

Dr. Kelikian also discussed 

modern methods of restoring 
movement to arthritic joints. In 
many cases, he said, surgery can 
help persons incapacitated by the 
ailment, and the use of mechani- 
cal contrivances — such as the 
swivel — offers one method of 
shifting movement away from the 
stiffened joint. 
In scientific sessions today, Dr. 
Everett D. Sugarbaker’of Jeffer- 
son City described a new surgical 
technique which he said gives 
promise of curing an additional 
number of women suffering from 
breast cancer. 

The technique, added to the 
conventional operation for radical 
removal of the involved breast, 
called for’removal of rib cartilage 
to eliminate lymph node struc- 
tures under the chest wall into 
which cancer cells may drain, thus 
causing recurrence of the disease. 

Surgery for Ulcers. 

Dr. Dean Sauer, senior in- 
istructor in surgery at St. Louis 
University School of Medicine, 
said stomach ulcers should be 
taken out by surgical means once 
they have failed to respond to an 
adequate regimen of. medical 
treatment. He spoke yesterday. 

“The treatment of choice,” he 
said, “is removal of the ulcer and 
a sufficient amount of the 
stomach to reduce acids which, in 
the light of what we know about 
the cause of stomach ulcers, are 
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probably the most potent factor 
in causing them. , 
“We. feel that the operation of 
gastric resection for ulcer is safe, 
and that the mortality rate should 
not be more than 1 or 2 per cent.”

Joe Louis, for instance, in 
his first article, distributed by 
the United Press, says that the 
greatest fight he ever saw was 
that between Walcott and Mar- 
ciano in Philadelphia last Sep- 
tember and predicts that their 
forthcoming match might be 
similar. 

He writes that Walcott takes 
a good punch and, if he doesn’t 
get careless, will be dangerous 
every minute. 

“He has the greatest legs in 
boxing, regardless of age.

Joe says that Marciano hurts 
you with every punch and takes 
a blow so well that it is dis- 
couraging hitting him.

T a man is Georgi Malenkov. By choice or circumstances, Mallen 


kov always remained deep in 


the background, quietly scheming 


and working, never seeking friends, followers or publie attention, 


Almost up to. the time of 
World War II Malenkov was hard- 
ly known, Around Stalin the lu- 
minary revolved a number of per- 
sonal satellites: Molotov, Kagan- 
ovich, Beria, Voroshilov, Andre- 
yev, and other members of the 
Politburo. Malenkoy was not no- 
ticed in the Kremlin constella- 
tion; his role of an assiduous ad- 
ministrator did not push. him info 
the limelight. , 

Malenkov spent most of his 
party life as the chifef of one of 
Stalin’s two secretariats. There 
was a “‘small secretariat” con- 
trolled by Poskrebyshev — an al- 
together mysterious and wnex- 
plored personality—situated in the 
same Kremlin building as the Po- 
litbure and Stalin’s cabinet office. 


The secretariat, of which Malen- 
kov was In charge was the “big 
secretariat” outside the Kremlin 
in the Party Control Committee 
building. Originally its authority 
was restricted to certain sections 
of the party administration which 
had functioned independently. 


Malenkov gradually expanded its h 


scope, however, until it enveloped 
among others the Department of 
Propaganda and Agitation, Per- 
sonnel, Commerce and Agricul- 

To be sure, Malenkov was thus) 
making himself constantly more 
important within the party “ap- 

arat”, but this did not make of 

im a political leader, From the 
position of a privileged aid it 
was still a far cry to the boss's 
successor. . 

Abusive and Rude. 

Hé summoned meetings, heard 
reports of ministers (they were 
called . people’s commissars in 
those days), and supervised the 
execution of the Politburo’s de- 
cisions, But his was a reflected 
light, emanating from  Stalin.. 
Those who had to report to him 
and who had to listen to his 
abuse and threats understood that 
Malenkov was adding only his own 
natural coarseness to normal bu- 
reaucratic duties. 

Malenkov’s remarkable, unre- 
strained rudeness competed with 
that of Kaganovich in violence. It 
wass one of the characteristics 
which alienated people from him, 
though it was by no means unique 
in the world of the Kremlin. In 
the crazy hodgepedge of Kremlin.| 
“society.” comic-opera, old-fash- 
foned formalities went hand in 
hand with the most primitive 
crudeness, coarséness and low 
morals.

In any event, Malenkov did not 
quickly attain the recognized po- 
litical stature which would give 
him entree to “select” Kremlin 
society. And for a long time 
Stalin never allowed his faithful 
aid to mix with this social group. 
This did not appear to concern 
Malenkov and, indeed, it is diffi- 
cult to imagine him in the com- 
pany of gay ladies and hand-kiss- 

officers. ' 

Malenkov was a complete 
glutton for work, which made 
him particularly useful to Stal- 
in. Stalin’s talent for getting 
ethers te do the work was so 
marked that Bukharin was once 
led to the erroneous conclusion 
that Stalin was lazy. — 

In party circles, Malenkov came 
to be regarded—as he probably 
regarded himself—as an efficient 
tool in Stalin’s hands. Increasing 
burdens were heaped on his slop- 
ing, fat shoulders and, obediently, 
he worked, 

Though still young in years, 
Malenkov ‘aged rapidly — physi- 
cally and spiritually. He had no 
interests, no pleasures outside his 
work. Sometimes, he did not 
leave his office for weeks, sleep- 
ing on a camp cot supplied by 
his guards, eating hurriedly and 
without interest what was cooked 
for him on the premises and con- 
tinuously drinking strong tea. 

On particularly busy days Mal- 
enkov would conduct three to 
four long conferences, one after 
the other. Irritable, all puffed 
out, wearing a crumpled tunie 
over a shirt none too clean, he 
would listen to reports and make 
crude, insulting comments. 

Fhrown Inte Tantrum. 

In the winter of 1936 I saw 
him at a conference concerning a 
construction project. When a re- 
porter raised the question of the 
shortage of supplies, especially 
nails, Malenkov flew into a tan- 
trum and threw away his pencil 
in rage. His jowls twitched, de- 
their heavifiess, and he 


irenically: “You can tell a lion 
by his claws!” The same thought 
had probably occurred to both | 
of us. Confronting us was no 
roaring lion, but a shrill eunuch 
whe had just discovered that 

a wife was missing from the 
harem of his lord. 

Another person in the post en- 
trusted to him by Stalin might 
have attempted to win a public 
following and personal support- 
ers, but Malenkov was content to 
remain in the background and 
alone, Perhaps he believed in 
the theory that the sliade is 
the best place for a clever man. 
Except for his brief fiasco at a 
children’s festival in 1936, Malen- 
kov’s first public appearance, so 
far as I can recall, was in 1937 
when he appeared on the plat- 
form of a congress in the Krem- 
lin together with Kalinin and 
Krupskaya, Lenin’s widow. He 
may have appeared as Stalin's 
representative to help dispel sus- 
picions of a conflict between 
Krupskaya’and Stalin. Certainly 
is appearance did not signify an 
emergence into public life, for he 
returned to his normal obscurity 
and was not seen in public again 
for a long time thereafter. 
Scorned by Leaders. 


To members of the Politburo he 
was a minor quantity, whom they 
contemptuously thought of as a 
cog in the party machinery, while 
they were the party “leaders.” As 
late as 1939 when Stalin nomi- 
nated Malenkov for the Central 
Committee of the party at the 
eighteenth party congress, his 
public stature did not appreciably 
increase. His elevation to the 
Central Committee was, however, 
a recognition of his services and 
a formalization of the growing 
control of the party “apparat”’ 
whieh he had already attained 
in fact. 

It has been said—truthfully— 
that Malenkov played a leading 
part in the organizing of ‘bloody 
purges, but his role was largely 
hidden, Vishinsky, then the prose- 
cutor, received his instructions 
from Malenkov, and Nikolai 
Yezhov, the headsman, was a close 
collaborator. 

The experience with purges 
which Malenkoy had acquired in 
his youth as a commissar (to be 
a commissar in those days was to 
have a direct connection with 
murder) and his activity in eradi- 
cating Trotskyites and “socially 
alien” persons from Moscow Uni- 
versity served him well. But it is 
difficult to determine whether it 
was by calculation or accident 
that Malenkov’s name was never 
directly or openly connected with 
any of Stalin's bloody purges. 


Installed 14-Hour Day. 


At the beginning of the.war 
Malenkov was in charge indus- 
trial mobilization. By (‘ruthless 
measures involving the nihila- 
tion of masses of managérs and 
engineers, Malenkov enforced 
slavish obedience to orders in 
industry. He introduced a 14-hour 
day and achieved a maximum mo- 
bilization of effort. 

The effectiveness of all meas- 
ures was doubtful, as the salva- 
tion of the Red Army depended 
not on home industry, which had 
become disorganized in the first 
days of the war, but on Allied 
help. But Malenkov did demon- 
strate that he would stop at noth- 
ing to achieve his aim. 

Then came the epic of Stalin- 
grad d Stalin sent Malenkov 
there. He brought with him only 
one “plan”. for victory: absolute 
obedience and the execution of 
his own officers and soldiers for 
the slightest infringement of or- 
ders. Malenkov found trusty as- 
sistants in Gen, -Yeremenko, the 
commander of the Stalingrad 
front, and Gen. Vassily Shuikov, 
now head of the Soviet Adminis- 
tration in Germany. 

According to the testimony 
of men who fought in Stalin- 
grad, “several divisions” per- 
ished from the bullets of Ma- 
lenkov’s discip line-enforcing 
squadrons.’ Murder was raised 
to an accepted army procedure. 
Gen. Yeremenko, for example, 
was reported to have shot con- 
demmed men with his own 
hands. 

Malenkov has no trusted lieu- 
tenants on whom to rely and 
there is no personal love for him 
in the party, but top leaders will 
support Malenkov for a time eith- 
er because of fear or because of 


a sense of dependence on the jj

much more isolated than may ap- 
[pear from the outside.

MERICAN policy has suffered 

in Burma a painful defeat 

* that may have important re- 
throughout Southeast 


_ In making public its decision 
to renounce further American 
economic aid, the Burmese gov- 
ernment tactfully made no men- 
tion of the real reason for the 
startling action. 

The reason is that Burma can- 
not accept the American plea of 
inmocence against the accusation 
of aiding and abetting Chinese 
Nationalist troops under Gen. Li 
Mi in northern Burma. 

These Nationalists, who. fled 
across the frontier from China's 
Yunnan province after losing 
their last foothold to the Chi- 
nese Communists in the debacle 
of 1949, have been conducting 
aggressive action against the Bur- 
mese army deep within Burmese 
territory since last December. 

Approaches to U. S. 

On several occasions in the last 
two years, Burma has asked the 
United States to use its good of- 
fices to persuade Chiang Kai-shek 
to order the peaceful withdrawal 
of these troops. Burma has been 
willing to permit peaceful repa- 
triation of Li Mi’s men to For- 
mosa, either through Burma or 
Thailand, provided they lay down 
their arms. 

The apparent failure of the 
United States to exert strong 
‘pressure on the Formosa govern- 
ment has resulted in loss of con- 
fidence regarding American in- 
tentions. 

Extvoy’s Warning Ignored. 

Although both the Burmese gov- 
ernment and the American Embas- 
sy continued to maintain a tight 
silence, these facts become known: 

1. American Ambassador Wil- 
liam V. Sebald has time and again 
warned the State- Department of 
the danger of losing_.Burmese 
friendship unless the United 
States took action in halting Na- 
tionalist aggression against a 
friendly government. Sebald con- 
tinued the urgent tone of his dis- 
patches after the change of ad- 
ministration in Washington. 

2. Sebald’s accurate reporting 
apparently was ignored in Wash- 
ington. Amply forewarned of 
Burma’s intention to protest 
against Nationalist aggression in 
the United Nations, the State De- 
partment neglected to summon 
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U.S. Stands Accused in Burma of Aiding

Linked With G.O.P. Victory. 


The . growing concern over 
American policy stems from these 
causes: - 


1. Fact that the Chinese Nation- 
alists in North Burma did not 
become aggressive unt after the 
American election last November. 
The Burmese see a direct connec- 
tion between the Eisenhower vic- 
tory and the increasing rambunc- 
tiousness of the Nationalists. 


2. Dismissal of American Am- 
bassador to India Chester Bowles, 
who had won the affection and 
trist of the Indians, 

3. Suspicion that the United 
States will use the “big stick” in 
lining up the free world for con- 
certed action against the Com- 
munist bloc. 

4. General feeling in Burma 
that the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion is reactionary. The Burmese 
compare it unfavorably with 
Britain’s Churchill government. 
“The Tories: are realistic,” they 
said. “But you people seem to 
have gone mad over the Com- 
munist menace.” 

Truman Policy. 

During the Truman Administra- 
tion the State Department was 
able to dissuade the Burmese 
from dragging the issue of Na- 
tionalist aggression before the 
U.N. Knowing President Truman 
had little love for Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, Burma accepted 
the American request to delay 


action pending talks with the 
Formosa government. 

During this entire period Li 
Mi’s force stayed east of the Sal- 
ween river, causing little trouble, 
and there were unverified reports 
that Gen. Ne Win, chief of the 
Burmese army, had a tacit agree- 
ment with Li Mi that no action 
would be taken against the Na- 
tionalists unless they crossed the 
Salween, 

But in December the National- 
ists began spilling across the Sal- 
ween and attacking Burmese army 
units. The Burmese suspect that 
Li Mi, encouraged by the Govern- 
ment turnover in Washington and 
anticipating full support, decided 
to expand his base in Burma in 
preparation for an invasion of 
Yunnan. e 

The Burmese army, fully occu- 
pie® in breaking the back of a 
Communist rebellion, plus the up- 
rising of Karen tribes; neverthe- 
less, was able to send two brigades 
against the Nationalists, in two 
months’ fighting they succeeded 
in driving the Nationalists back 
across the Salween. 


Decision to Reject Aid. 

Meanwhile, the Burmese gov- 
ernment, which is spending 40 
per cent of its total income on in- 
ternal security, was losing pa- 
tience with American inability to 
curb the Nationalists by diplo- 
matic means. The decision was 
taken to appeal to the U.N. and 
renounce American aid, 

The Burmese said privately 
they felt obliged to request the 
end of American economic sup- 
port for moral reasons. “It was 
too much like hush money,” one

Secretary Weeks, however, did 
not see him. But last week, Dr. 
Astin suddenly was summoned 
to the Commerce Department by 
Assistant Secretary Craig Sheaf- 
fer, head of the fountain pen 
company, and fired. “e was 
asked to turn in his resignation 
within three days. 


He was also lectured regarding 
the Bureau of Standard’s diag- 
nosis of battery additives, a sys- 
tem of injecting epsom salt, sup- 
posedly to pep up automobile 
batteries. The bureau had offi- 
cially found that these battery 
additives or hypos to give a 
battery new strength were of no 
value. Sheaffer didn’t like this 
diagnosis and‘told Dr Astin the 
Bureau of Standards in the fu- 
ture was to be run on a business 
man’s basis.

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New Frame for Offshore Oil 


A great deal has happened to alert Americans 
to the offshore oit issue since the last time it 
came up in Congress. So muth so that this na- 
tional debate approaches a vote in an entirely 
new frame of reference. That frame began to be 
built when Adlai E. Stevenson declared in New 
Orleans five months ago, in effect, that he would 
rather lose the race for President than be elect- 
ed at the cost of giving away national sovereign- 
ty over the offshore-oll reserves. 

Thus dramatized in a presidential campaign, 
the issue has received more and more public at- 
tention in subsequent months, The Rhode Island 
House of Representatives has directed the State 
Attorney General to contest the action in the 
courts if Congress turns over offshore oil to the 
states of Texas, California and Louisiana. This 
would be necessary, the Rhode Island legislators 
said, to protect their state’s share in the na- 
tional reserves. Senator Green and Gov. Roberts 
had urged the passage of the resolution. 

Now 27 Mayors from various parts of the 
United States have urged Congress to retain the 
offshore oil lands, Gevelop them, and use the 
revenues for the education of 4,000,000 Southern 
school children, as proposed in measures already 
introduced. It is good to see that Mayor Darst 
is among the municipal executives signing this 
appeal. 

The more people of the 45 other states learn 
that it is their oil treasure which would be given 
away, the more impolitic the giveaway seems 
likely to become. Surrender of national sov- 
ereignty over offshore oil might have been po- 
litic, on the pragmatic level, as long as only a 
few public officials and oil men in a few coastal 
states knew very much about it.

What the FBI Files Contain 


In the Bohlen case McCarthy-McCarran crowd raised serious issue 
of safeguarding FBI files, Republican newspaper says; files include 
opinions and hearsay which FBI only collects—does not evaluate; 


unauthorized exposure can damage reputations, hurt FBI work.

One of the critical points in the uproar 
which Messrs. McCarthy and McCarran 
raised over the confirmation of Charlies E. 
Bohlen as Ambassador to Moscow was the 
safeguarding of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation files, 


Secretary of State Dulles gave the sub- 
stance of the file on Mr. Bohlen to an 
executive session of 
the Senate Foreign 
Relations Commit- 
tee; but he did not 
disclose names and 
sources of the mate- 
rial, explaining that 
“the President and 
the Attorney Gener- 
al closely restrict ac- 
cess” to the files 
themselves. 


As Mr, Dulles 
pointed out, FBI 


John Foster Dulles 
field chécks produce “a tremendous mass 


of interviews with all sorts and vari- 
eties of people of undetermined relia- 
bility.” 

The persons interviewed are not un- 
der oath; they believe that they are 
speaking in confidence and are free from 
any rules of evidence such as those which 
ban mere opinions or hearsay. Much of 
what they relate may be erroneous, even 
if supplied in good faith, and the opportu- 
nities for prejudice or malice to color the 
accounts are obvious. 


All, however, is grist for the field check, 
to be winnowed and refined by further 
study. “The investigators’ job,” to quote 
Mr. Dulles, “is to find information that is 
adverse, because it is their business to try 
to detect anything that is suspicious.” 
When the reports are summarized by the 
FBI the derogatory material stands out— 
to emphasize the “danger signals.” 

This summary, however, is not an evalu- 
ation of the worth of the material; that is 
left to responsible departmental officers. 
The FBI agents are detectives, not judges. 


If their reports were made public, either 
in “raw” form or in summary, they would 
convey an impression that was not intend- 
ed. Moreover, the whole technique of field 
checks would be jeopardized if the inter- 
views were not kept confidential; those 
interviewed would become much more cau- 
tious and valuable leads would be lost. 


' Bven if congressional committees in 
executive session had access to the files, 
there would almost certainly be leaks— 
indeed, Senator McCarthy's claims to un- 
authorized. knowledge of the files has 
doubtless already created a real handicap 
for the FBI. 


What is needed now is not more pub- 
licity for FBI material but greater safe- 
guards for information essential to national 
security. In the wrong hands or too widely 
disseminated such information could do. 
irreparable damage to individuals and to 
the whole FBI procedure.

Democratic Party Splits. 


If it had not been Bohlen, it 
would have been something else 
which provided the occasion, not 
the cause, of the break out into 
the light of ‘the open day of the 
factional division of the Repub- 
lican party.

An understanding of how both 
parties are made up of factions 
is the ABC of American politics, 


and the first necessary condition | 


of becoming a successful national 
politician. For from this condition 
there follows what it would be, I 
beMeve, no exaggeration to call 
the basic rule poiltical leader- 
ship in this country. 


Bifactional, Not Bipartisan. 


. The rule.is that a President— 
be he Demdcratic or Republican— 
cannot expect to carry his big 
measures of policy by a partisan 
wote in Congress. With so few 
exceptions that they prove the 
rule, an American President can 
carry his policies in Congress only 
by. coalitions which cross party 
lines. 

These eoalitions are not stable. 
That is to say, all the Democrats 
who, for example, will vote for 
Eisenhower's measures in the field 
of foreign affairs will not neces- 
sarily or probably support his 
more difficult domestic measures. 

But whatever the coalition, it 
is the rule that there has to be a 
coalition. And it may fairly be 
said that if bi-partisanship is a 
difficult ideal to practice, hi-fac- 
tlonalism is the reality which 
makes the Congtessional wheels 
go around. 

This was Plain enough before 
the nominating convention in Chi- 
cago and during the campaign. 
The leading argument for Eisen- 
hower’s nomination and election 
was not that he could perform 
the miracle of organizing a united, 
coherent, and so to speak single- 
minded Republican party. 

The case for Eisenhower was 
that no other man had so good a

The Danger of Defection. 


This powerful coalition exists 
but it cannot be taken for granted. 
For like all coalitions it is un- 
istable and will tend to come 
apart. There are critical ques- 
tions of party leadership which, 
I would suppose, the President | 
and his political advisers must 
now have very much on their 
minds. The most important of 
these questions is, obviously, to 
make sure that his Republican 
majority, though it is now pre- 
ponderant, is not broken down hy 
erosion and defection. 

In its most concrete form this 
is the question of whether Sena 
tor Taft enters more deeply inte 
the Administration or backs away 
from it into the factional opposi; 
tion. The relations between Elis- 
enhower and Taft are extremely 
important, indeed in this era 
they are momentous. In human 
terms, they are fascinating, For 
the fates of these two men, who 
were only recently the great. 
rivals, have become linked in 
such a way that neither man can 
now succeed separately, that to- 
gether they, and they alone, have 
the power to lead this country 
successfully. 


Eisenhower Needs Taft. 


That is why it is not likely, as 
some observers have suggested, 
that the division in the Republi- 
can party will bring about a di- 
vision between Taft and Eisen- 
hower. That could happen only 
if one or the other of these two 
men lost his grip on his own ca- 
reer and went into a kind of pub- 
lic breakdown. 


For Eisenhower without Taft's 
active and positive support, or 
worse still with Taft's withdrawal 
into the Republican opposition, 
would be left with only a rump of 
his own party. He might still be 
strong with the voters, especially 
along the two seaboards. But in 
Congress his power would be as 
feeble as was Truman’s in the 
later years. 

And Taft, if he were no longer 
the leading figure of the Adminis- 
tration in Congress, what would 
he be then? An elderly politician 
with no future fighting a guer- 
rilla war in a political wilderness. 

On the other hand, together 
these two men, whose convictions 
are not fundamentally opposed, 
though they need to be recon- 
ciled, would be certain to 
command the support of a pre- 
ponderant majority of the Repub- 
licans and of at least a good 
working majority of Democrats as 
well. No one would or could dis- 
pute effectively their leadership. 
A few would envy it and hope to 
spoil it. But the great mass of 
the people would feel they were 
getting what they were promised 
—a government in which they 
would be free of their fears and 
to which they could confide their

Mr. Holmes, a Democrat, serv- 
ing his second term in the of- 
fice of the auditor, which has 
charge of auditing the disburse- 
ments and accounts of all state 
departments, had been in ill 
health for about two years.

BUZZER is.an electric signal device used to 
A summon a clerk, office boy, seeretary or other 

assistant. It is designed to make it unnecessary 
for a person to get up from his desk. 7 

But to be effective, the individual summoned 
should be at the spot where the buzzer buzzes. The 
buzzing of the buzzer will do no good if the indi- 
vidual buzzed is not there. 

The buzzer, therefore, will not help if the indi- 
vidual buzzed is late in getting to the office and 
is still several blocks away when the buzzer is 
sounded. It will be of no use if that individual is 
at the far end of the corridor or several floors 
off, either up or down. 

Perhaps the individual buzzed is on the way to 
answer somebody else’s buzz and is performing 
the task on account of which the buzzer was 
sounded. 

If the buzzer is buzzed and there is no immediate 
response, a question will arise why the buzzer is 
not being answered. It will be considered advisable 
to wait so as.to give the individual buzzed a chance 
to get the signal and act. Meanwhile, valuable time 
will be wasted. 

What is more, a person who sits at a desk and 
buzzes does not get much exercise. Such a person 
risks hardening of the arteries, floating kidneys 
and other disorders associated with sedentary occu- 
pations.

What's the matter with Holly- 
wood? Every so often someone 
fires that question at me. The 
answer is always the same: There 
is nothing the matter with Holly- 
wood as a community, It’s only 
that it has a high concentration 
of people who possess the funda- 
mental weaknesses that wreck 
marriages. It has, also, a very 
large population of normal, con- 
tented, happily aay people.

Easter Sunday Dessert

JELLY BEANS AND GREEN TINTED COCONUT ADD A COLORFUL 
EASTER HOLIDAY NOTE TO THIS FROSTED CAKE, 


OR our Easter supper or per- 


haps for dessert at dinner, 

nothing is more attractive than 
a big frosted cake decorated sini- 
ply but appropriately. There is 
no other country where cakes of 
this sort are made so well. Per- 
haps this is the reason for their 
popularity. 

Up to a century ago, there was 
little difference between the 
recipes for cake and for rich 
sweet breads. Both were raised 
with yeast before cooks had 
learned to make use of soda and 
baking powder. 

The old-fashioned recipe for 
Election Cake calls for yeast. In 
older cook books, we occasionally 
find recipes for sponge cake for 
which the eggs provide the 
“risin’.” 

As late as the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, we find a 
recipe in an old cook book for 
the use of “pearl ash” which was 
retrieved from wood ashes. There 
is a note in regard to a new com- 
mercial product called “soda” 
which can be used if available. 
It was a number of decades later 
that a commercial baking powder 
was perfected and put on sale. 

Whether you choose a chocolate 
or a vanilla flavored cake for your’ 
dessert, it should be iced with 
white frosting so that it can be 
decorated appropriately. Sugges- 
tions for this are included in the 
frosting recipe printed below. 

This is a cake that will be par- 
ticularly appreciated by the chil- 
dren who may save the jelly 
beans to exhibit with their larger’ 
colored eggs that the Easter bun- 
ny has provided. 

EASTER CAKE. 

One teaspoon soda. Three# 
fourths teaspoon salt. Two cups 
sifted cake flour. One-half cup 
butter or margarine. One and one- 
third cups sugar. One egg, un- 
beaten. Two egg yolks, unbeat-

en. Three squares unsweetened 
chocolate, melted.

Yield: Enough frosting to cover 
tops and sides of two nine-inch 
layers.

T’S easy enough to estimate 

how many rolls of wallpaper

66 R seu me a story, daddy?” What a harmless request, 
you say. What an attractive picture it calls up— 
especially those of us who are childless or whosé 

children are safely past the “read me a story” age. 

. The task of story-reading most often, and perhaps wisely 

falls to Mother. Father is apt to do it “wrong.” He skips 

pages on purpose. Or he doesn’t wait while the child inter- 
jects his own important comments. For there is a real ritual 
about story-reading to the younger child—one which Mother 
usually knows—one which Father sometimes ignores. - 

We do not by any means mean to be hard on Father here 

- many fathers, our own included, have been wonderful read- 
ers. But*we must admit that Father not only sometimes does 
it wrong, but sometimes falls asleep during the reading. Some- 
one has in fact suggested a special book list containing only 
books guaranteed to keep fathers awake while they read to 
their children. 
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REGARDLESS of whether Father or Mother is the reader, 
we must admit that some of the books which delight young 
children the most, are boring to many grown-ups. 

However, the “right” book for the child of any given 
age can with careful selection also be the right book for the 
adult who is: doing the reading. There are, indeed, some bad 
children’s books now on the market, but there are extremely 
good ones too. : 

Under two years of age, the average child is not much 
of a reader, nor does he have a very great demand for being 
read to. His chief interest in books is in enumeration—that 
is, in pointing to objects and naming them. He likes to look 
at pictures in books and to point out such, things as baby, car, 
teddy-bear. Magazines can in many cases serve just as well 
as, or even better than books. The colored advertisements can 
be especially pleasing to the very young child who may take 
great delight in pointing out all the “mummies” and “daddies.” 


, 
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BY TWO, however, just the right book can be a wonder- 
ful and pleasurable thing for the child. One of the books 
most universally satisfactory to the child of this age is “The 
Golden Dictionary.” 

It is often possible to tell how a young child feels about a 
book by the way he speaks of it, and “My Golden Dishanary” 
is the way many “two’s” speak of this favorite. This par- 
ticular book is so satisfactory to the child of this age that it 
often breaks all rules as to how long a two-year-old can be 
expected to sustain his interest in “reading.” 

A second book, which we have mentioned before but can- 
not mention too often, is Margaret Wise Brown's “Goodnight 
Moon.” This is really one of the most delightful books that 
we know of from an adult's point of view. And it captures 
thé two-year-old so completely that it seems a shame that 
you can hypnotize a child off to sleep as easily as you can by 
reading this small classic.

In her affaire d’equerry, rTre- 
lated after her death by a devoted, 
high-ranking diplomat who had 
observed it, she illustrated per- 
fectly the kind of person she was: 
a woman and a Queen, with all the 
rights and privileges and sensi- 
tivities of both. 

Mary, who must have detested 
the title of dowager because she’ 
had been a beautiful. younger 
woman, was as relentless and rigid 
in her ideas and her routine as 
any Queen in history. In a small 
way, the world could observe it 
through her dresses old-fashioned 
to the end, hemlines neither much 
above the ankle nor much below. 
She found a style that became her 
and refused to broaden her mind 
to fashion whims. 

She explained this attitude once 
a quarter of a century ago—said 
that “skirts above the ankle are 
not becoming” and “skirts below 
the ankle are a nuisance and un- 
sanitary.” 

Having once explained it, though 
her words were long forgotten and 
criticism of her costumes was 
cropping up again, she refused to 
repeat her reasons. 

Queen: Mary was a woman of 
few words and few outward emo- 
tions. There was tenderness and 
gentleness in her, but these were 
urges she buried in her private 
apartment. A few observers at 
her son George VI’s coronation 
insisted they saw her weep gently 
during the service but to hide the 
tears she quickly turned to 
Princess Elizabeth and Margaret 
Rose, seated beside her, and ad- 
justed their askew coronets.

*T may be true. If it was, Queen 

Mary had let down her re- 

serve in public for the first 
and only time. She was far more 
famous for scissors-sharp remarks 
of the type she made 30 years ago 
when she visited a dark by-street 
of London with a band of titled 
slum reformers who were reno- 
vating a tenement area. She 
looked at their hovels carefully, 
then announced: 

“These houses are a disgrace to 
the country and an outrage to the 
poor souls living in them. The 
rest rooms in your offices cost 
‘more than is needed for these 
tenements. I shall return soon 
and if nothing has been done, I 
shall withdraw my name from 
your list of patrons.” 

The house were completely re- 
built in two months. 

During World War II, she was 
the inspiration and terror of Len- 
on. Because of her age and the 
reverence accorded her, she was 
virtually forced to live in the 
country, where she spent long 
hours dimming her failing éye- 
sight over a needlepoint rug 
which later sold for $100,000 to 
help the British Exchequer. 

But during many of. the long 
days she became restless and 
insisted that she be driven into 
town “to look things over.” What 
she looked over were factories 
and hospitals. She had set her- 
self up as a kind of unofficial 
Government inspector. 

Wearing spotless white gloves, 
she would casually sweep her 
hands over a windowsill here, a 
bedside table there, a desk in the 
corner—and then she would look 
at the soiled fingertips in’ simu- 
lated amazement and glare at 
the hospital interne or the fac- 
tory superintendent. Her eyes 
shot out the cold spark of dia- 
monds. She didn’t need to say 
much, 

The sight of Her Majesty rid- 
ing through the streets of London 
always in _Daimlers, old-fashioned 
and generally about half as aged 
as she, was a familiar one in her 
later years. Always she was lean- 
ing forward in stiff alertness, 
ready to see and be seen. 

Few people, even in England, 
realized in later years — they 
never knew, or they had forgotten 
~—-how much unhappiness Queen 
Mary suffered during her life- 
time. And how rigidly she fought 
her emotions when it came. 

She disliked the telephone, 
didn't believe in it, so when bad 
news came by phone it - was 
handed to her on a silver platter, 
Thus, when King George VI died, 


a servant brought her a card _D 


which read “The King is dead.” 
Mary let out an anguished “Oh!” 
took the message in her hands 
and retired to her apartments. 
The look of horror on her face 
was so real that servants immedi- 
ately called her only daughter, 
the Princess Royal, Countess of 
Harewood, who dressed in frantic

er’s room, Mary looked up: “When 
you come before the Queen,” she 
told ved ements “please do 
your properly.” .

side Marlborough House, crowds 
were asking, “How’s the old girl, 
bless her, taking it?” 

Said a member of her entou- 
rage gently: “Her Majesty is ac- 
customed to bad news.” 

As they discuss the late Queen 
over their dishes of tea, even 
elderly Britishers think of her as 
a woman who was born old and 
austere. There's a certain poetic 
truth in that. 

Almost from the moment of 
midnight on May 26, 1867, when 
she was born to the Royal but 
not-too-well-off Duke and Duch- 
ess of Teck, her head was turned 
to the crown. 

Her future rested in the royal 
‘palm of her doting cousin, Queen 
Victoria, who startled England by 
announcing publicly that HERE 
was a true “English Princess.” 

Victoria added further, as if 
she’d already decided that little 
Mary should one Gay be Queen 
of England, that Mary was “a 
cousin—but not too near a cousin 

—to my grandsons.” 

It was this strange half-promise, 
never completely explained by 
Victoria, that turned Princess 
May (as Mary was called) away 
from the normalcy of other Brit- 
ish children. 

She was a remarkably pretty 
child. As a baby, she yelled at 
anything—her father once proud- 
ly that she had “fine, powerful 
lungs.” But as she grew into 
thinking age, she retired within 
herself. 

When visitors were around, she 
hid behind her mother’s luxuriant 
skirts. She much preferred read- 
ing to playing with other chil- 
dren. She may have been a dream- 
er, but the evidence disputes it. 
She never confided dreams, if she 
had them.

LWAYS aware of the varue 
A prophecy of Cousin Victoria, 

the young Mary didn't say 
much, but she absorbed every- 
thing, and these traits of ignoring 
the small talk and absorbing the 
important clung to her all her 
life. Once, when she was a young 
Queen, she paid a visit to a Brit- 
ish institute and while one of the 
experts explained technical de- 
tails to her, she nodded cften but 
spoke little. 

An official of the building drew 
a lady-in-waiting aside. “Does all 
this,” he whispered, “really mean 
anything to her?” 

“Mean anything?” the lady ex- 

claimed. “The Queen will go 
straight home and read every- 
thing she can find on the sub- 
ect!” 
Princess May first met Victoria 
officially when she was two. She 
dissolved immediately into tears. 
The Quéen waited patientiy. When 
the little girl had finally re- 
covered, as a brave Princess 
should, she set out to charm Vic- 
toria completely. And, from that 
moment on, it is said, she was 
aimed even more deliberately at 
the throne. 

So conscious of her position 
was she that when, at the age of 
17, she visited Italy, she couldn't 
—or wouldn’t—allow herself to 
see its beauties. She thought the 
Italian cavalry “awful” compared 
to the troops at home, and the 
River Arno was “very narrow 
and poor and quite browz.” She 
said it was a bad contrast to her 
lovely Thames. 

Victoria’s promise was, of 
course, fulfilled. In 1893, when 
Mary was a tall, elegant young 
woman of 26, she was married to 
one of Victoria’s grandsons, the 

uke of York, later George V. 
She had first met him many 
years before en his mother, 
the Princess of Wales (later Queen 
Alexandra) had sent a note, still 
extant, to Mary's mother: 

“Today is Georgie’s birthday. 
May your little girl come and play 


with him?” | 
The little girl did and they 
were fast friends, to Victoria's 
delight, from that day on. . 
The wedding was a affair 
‘from everyone's stand ex- 
cept, conceivably, Mary’s. She

let her feelings be publicly known 
after his death. Some still insist 
that Clarence was her only love 
and that when she later married 
George it was through the ar- 
rangement of Victeria, not 
through Mary’s own desires, and 
that this quick switch in marital 
candidates left her cold and even 
more withdrawn. 
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HATEVER her reaction, Mary 
W went into the marriage look- 

ing contented. The only un- 
usual aspect was this: she refused 
to stop wearing the ruby engage- 
ment ring which her late fiance 
had given her and George, in def- 
erence to her wishes, gave her a 
bracelet to celebrate their be- 
trothal. Throughout her days, 
she wore Clarence’s engagement 
ring as a guard for George's wed- 
ding band. 

Queen Mary obviously believed 
strongly as Victoria believed: that 
queens should be headed for 
queendom. 

When the présent Queen Eliza- 
beth was a tyke, and still only 
third in line of succession for the 
throne, she asked King George V 
coyly: “When I get married, 
Grandpapa, will I have to marry 
royalty?” 

The King laughed heartily and 
had no answers, but when he told 
the incident to his wife, Mary im- 
mediately sat down and jotted a 
list of the small boys who would 
one day be eligible for Elizabeth’s 
hand. 

The list was remarkably ac- 
curate. Almost all the names on 
it were the young men whom 
young Elizabeth was permitted to 
date” after she became first in 
line. Prince Philip, however, was 
not on the list, pefhaps because 
he had no money. 

When it became plain that 


' Philip was the only person Eliza- 


beth ever thought of marrying, 
however, Queen Mary —incon- 
gruosly, it seemed ts the royal 
household—was one of the first to 
accept him. Perhaps, sentimen-

ness dealings. She had a habit 

of buying fine antiques at 
bargain prices. She did her own 
bargaining and dealers, sometimes 
honored and sometimes over- 
come by awe, let her talk them 
down. She had a large collec- 
tion of antiques and when it 
would swell beyond the boun- 
daries of the rooms she allotted 
for it, she would sell some of the 
old purchases to make room for 
the new. 

In selling, she always made a 
10 to 15 per cent profit, because 
the dealers knew that they, in 
turn, would make a 50 per cent 
profit on a item once cwned and 
used by the Queen.
